Accidents, Murders and Tragedies of Va- 
rious Sorts Heard of All 
Around. 


CorpE.R, Ga., December 24.—[Special.]— 
James Freeman, the man who killed his wife 
and left her in the woods of Tattnall county, a 
few weeks ago, has been arrested near Cor- 
dele. This morning at 9 o’clock Deputy Sher- 
iff Hodges, of Tattnall connty, arrived here on 
the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
railroad. At half-past 12 o’clock this afternoon 
he left Cordele, and in four hours returned 
with Freeman as a prisoner. 

Freeman was living on the turpentine farm 
of Mr. Isaiah Williams, six miles west of Cor- 
dele, under the name of Walker. He would 
probably have been there in the enjoyment of 
his liberty yet, had he not written a letter toa 
gentleman in Tattnall county who owed hima 
sum of money, and asked him to send it to 
him at this place. In answer to the letter 
Deputy Hodges came after him. <A reward of 
$100 is offered for Freeman’s arrest. 

Freeman says that he killed his wife acci- 
dentally. Bn 
Two Tragedies on the Way. 

From parties who came in on the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery this morning at 9 
o’clock, your correspondent learned that there 
were two shooting scrapes between Cordele 
and Abbeville this morning. At Rochelle a 
negro got off the train and was immediately 
shot and killed with ashotgun by a negro 
who was standing at the station. 

At Willford, a place ten miles from Cordele, 
while the train stood at the station, two 
negroes became involved in an altercation, in 
which one of them was shot but not killed. 
In both instances the negro who did the 
shooting escaped. ! 

The First Christmas Murder. 

LirHonta, Ga., December 24.—[Special.]— 
was killed at Venable’s 
mountain, near here, this evening by Harris 
McKinney. Both are colored. McKinney is 
in jail, and claims that the shooting was acci- 
dental, but the best information makes it 
murder, as the result of a Christmas drunk. 


HE IS A GRIFFIN MURDERER, 


And Is Under Sentence of Death for His 
Crime. 

GriFrin, Ga., December 24.—[Special. ]—In- 
formation has been received here of the shoot- 
ing of a negro near Meridian, Miss., Saturday, 
who is believed to be a negro who escaped from 
jail here some time since under sentence to 

e hanged for murder. : 

If reports of the affair are true he was shot 
for an attempted rape, and after being shot he 
gave his name as Thomas, stating that he was 
wanted at Griffin, Ga., for murder. It is be- 
lieved he is Charley Thomas; a@ young negro 
about twenty-five years old, smooth face, 
medium height, weight about one hundred 
and sixty, and, if it was, hefwas wanted by the 
sheriff of this county to stretch a piece of 
hemp for the killing of young Will Mitchell 
some three years ago on the steps of the 
colored Baptist church here. 


GUILTY OF MURDER, 


John Echols Shot and Killed by Will 
Guthrey. 


WALNuT Grove, Ga., December, 24.—[Spe- 
cial.|—John Echols was shot and killed near 
Mr. Frank Kurt’s farm, three miles from this 
place today about 12 o’clock.

guilty of murder, Mose Ivey, colored, being

TWO LIVES WERE LOST, 


And It Is Probable That a Third Will Go 
the Same Way. 

GapspEN, Ala., December 24.—[Special.]— 
News of a terrible accident, which occurred in 
St. Clair county last night about 10 o'clock, 
has just reached this city, in which two lives 
Were lost and probably a third. 

Pink Franklin and son and John Canter- 
berry had been in Gadsden shopping, and 
left about dark forhome. As they were near- 
ing Hale mountain, which is near Greensport, 
in St. Clair county, twenty miles south of 
Gadsden, a terrible wind sprang up, when, 
Without warning, a large tree standing near 
‘the road was uprooted and fell across the 
wagon, striking Pink Franklin and his grown 
ton on the head, killing them instantly and 
also badly wounding John Canterberry on the 
head, from which it is feared he will die. 
They were all prosperous farmers'of St. Clair 
county.

BUCHANAN’S CHRISTMAS BOXES, 


Which Set Free Two Prisoners in the 
Tennessee Penitentiary. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 24.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Pat Monahan, the hero of a sensational 
case in local court circles, after wearing the 
stripes for four years, is once more a free man. 
His liberty is due to executive clemency. 
Some time during the spring of the year 1887, 
Monahan found himself in the position of a 
rejected lover. Another man had weaned 
away the affections of his beautiful inamorato, 
Laura Carney. He went out one Sunday 
night and made a last frantic appeal for res- 
toration. The girl intimated that she didn’t 
care ifshe never saw him again. Monahan 
jerked out a pistol and tried to killher. He 
then tried to show the same consideration 
forher mother. Both were injured. Mona- 
han was tried, convicted and sentenced 
to the penitentiary for ten years. 

Hunnicutt Gains His Freedom. 


Governor Buchanan also pardoned William 
Hunnicutt, who was sent up for ten years in 
1856 for killing a deputy United States mar- 
shal in Carter congty. Hunnicutt will be re- 
membered as the convict who prevented the 
escape of his fellow prisoners some time ago 
while mining. They dug through the side of 
the mountain and reached daylight. For sev- 
eral hours he stood guard at the hole and 
threatened to kill the tirst man who attempted 
to came out. His conduct on that occasion 
secured for him high favor with the officials, 
and, in conjuuction with a petition signed 
numerously in East Tennessee and North 
Carolina, resulted in his pardon. 


These Men Take Their Freedom. 


Forsome weeks eighty-four convicts have 
been at work on the extension of the West 
Nashville railroad at night. They were 
housed in the pavilion at Cherokee park. 
This morning, when aguard awoke at 5:30 
o’clock, he noticed that a door had been prised 
open, and on counting noses, he found that ten 
men had made their escape. They managed 
to get across the river, and nothing further 
has been heard from them. These are some 
of the men recaptured recently after being 
turned loose in east Tennessee.

SHOWED UP THE DETECTIVES. 


They Filled a Young Man with Liquor and 
Extorted a Confession. 


New Lisron, O., December 24.—William 
Canfield, the young man on trial here, charged 
with wrecking the limited express at East 
Palestine, O., in which several people were 
killed, some months ago, was acquitted this 
afternoon. Canfield was arrested at the in- 
stance of private detectives who charged that 
he confessed the crime. The young man was 
placed on the stand yesterday and admitted 
that he made such a confession, but claimed 
that the detectives, after filling him with 
liquor, forced him to say that he turned the 
switch, under threats of killing him. Senti- 
ment was with the boy all throughout the 
trial, and the verdict gives general satisfac- 
tion. 


THERE WAS A LITTLE PANIC 


On the New York Cotton Exchange—The 
Flactuations. 


New Yor«, December 24.—The Sun’s cot- 
ton article says:. Futures opened steady, af- 
terward slightly improved, then came a semi- 
panic, under which pricees rapidly declined, 
closing barely steady at 15 to 18 points decline 
from yesterday’s final prices. The market, 
though showing some tirmness, was humdrum 
enough till after1 o’clock, then there wasa 
slight advance, but this was regarded as 
proceeding wholly from covering contracts and 
the unwillingness of some to go home ‘‘short.”’ 

Soon after 1 o’clock the crop estimate placed 
on the bulletin put the total estimate at 3,490,- 
000 bales. Then the trouble began. Prices 
receded decorously and rather slowly for the 
first ten points, but when the outsiders got the 
news a semi-panic occurred, which caused a 
quick drop of another ten points or more. The 
leading bears attacked the summer months 
with much vigor. 

The cotton exchange adjourned till Monday 
in a fever of excitement and apprehension. 
There was nothing of importance in the re- 
ports from other marxets. Spot was weak and 
unsettled.

IN SEARCH OF HIS SON. 


A Baker County Planter’s Search for the 
Prodigal. 

CotumBus, Ga., December 24.—[Special. ]— 
This afternoon an aged man, about seventy 
years old, arrived here from Newton, Baker 
county, giving his name as Benjamin Broome. 
He stated that he was a planter, and had 
come here in search of his son, a young man, 
who disappeared from his home about three 
weeks since, after a terribles debauch, and 
whom he feared had committed suicide. He 
stated that he received several days ago a note, 
dated Columbus, December 20th, reading as 
follows: 

‘*Dear Father— When you read this I will be 
dead. Iam not worthy to live and bear your 
name. Do not grieve at my sad demise.

The boy is only twenty-two years old, but 
has been very dissipated for some time, and his 
father fears he has committed suicide. The 
matter has been put in the hands of the police,

BOB SIMS AGAIN 


The Outlaw Returns to His Home on 
Womack Hill, 


AND APPLIES THE TORCH 70 THE HOUSE 


Of One of the Men Who Has Been 


Pursuing Him, 
AND AS THE INMATES RUSH OUT 


Fire Upon Them—Two of Them Wounded, 
The Fire Returned,'and Nine of the 
Sims Gang W ounded. 


Mosiik, Ala., December 24.—Three months 
ago Bob Sims, leader of the co-religionists in 
Choctaw county, all in the neighborhood of 
Womack Hill, was arrested for running an 
illicit distillery, which he claimed. he had 
divine authority torun. Two of his brothers, 
fellow believers, rescued him, killing a by- 
stander and wounding a deputy in charge. 
One of the brothers was killed. Sims and the 
other brother escaped, and have been hunted 
for vigorously ever since. 

Last night Bob Sims and his gang reap- 
peared in Womack Hill and attacked the 
house of John McMillan, who has been a 
member of the pursuing posse. “They set fire 
to the house and as McMillan and other in- 
mates rushed out the gang fired upon them. 
John McMillan and John Kennedy and sev- 
eral other persons were wounded. Nine of the 
Sims gang were injured and have gone west. 
Great excitement prevails all over that dis- 
trict. 


A BRUSH WITH GARZA. 


United States Troops Defeat the Mexican 
Revolutionist. 


St. Louis, December 23.—A. Republic spe- 
cial, dated December 23d, from Rio Grande 
city, Tex., says: The battle between Cap- 
tain Bourke’s forces and a band of revolution- 
ists, at Retamel Springs, seems to have 
scattered and thoroughly demoralized the 
Mexican agitators gathered in the vicinity. 
Nevertheless United 
ing closely that portion of the frontier. 

Lieutenant Langhorn leftlast night with a 
detachm6nt bound for the scene of yesterday’s 
fight. Captain Hardie with a squadron is also 
in the vicinity of Carries, though on this side 
of the river watching for a band which was to 
have crossed there, but found traces of but nine 
men, who, however, he was unable to capture. 
From Mier comes the report that onthe Mexi- 
can side there have been three battles between 
the Garza forces and the Mexican troops—one 
at Tortillas, one at Bellicia and one at a point 
not named in the advices. The losses, if any, 
on either side are not known. All Mexican 
troops formerly in the vicinity of Mier are now 
in a field searching for Garza, whose where- 
abouts are still unknown. 

Captain Bourke, in his report of the battle, 
praises three deputy marshals, Beaud, Perez 
and Bell, for gallant work in connection with 
the troops. Perez, with Private Lloyd, was 
captured by the revolutionists during the fight, 
but managed to get away. The latter suffered 
a slight woundin the knee. Edstrom, the 
dead trooper, was buried with mijitary honors. 
He was shot in three placesand either of the 
wounds alone would have been fatal. 

Report of General Stanley. 

General Stanley has forwarded tothe war 
department the following telegram from Cap- 
tain J. G. Bourke, Third cavalry, dated N. 
Fort Ringgold, Tex., December 22d: 

Have had two brushes with Garza’s command, 
with nineteen infantry and cavalry, being every 
available man left in the post and made a night 
march of cavalry at a trot withinfantry in wagons 
to Langniell ranche and with infantry mounted 
behind cavalry took the trail through the chap- 
perel for five miles, striking Garza’s camp, at 
12:20 o’clock this morning; were challenged by 
their pickets, who fired upon us. We returned 
with a volley, and fired kneeling, which scattered 
them. We could not pursue in the darkness 
through the chapparel. We moved rapicly to 
LaGruelle, crossing there. We had been in- 
formed boats were in readiness, but found no 
Si 18. 

Then, after giving the horses water and feed, 
and the men acup of coffee, we pushed back to 
Retamel Springs, where we had found them, and 
we sent out two reconnoitering parties, which 
were attacked by the enemy in force. We had 
Corporal Edstrom, Troop E, ‘Third cavalry, killed, 
and Second Lieutenant Charles Hayes, Eight- 
eenth infantry, wounded slightly, after which our 
main body came up and the Garza outfit broke for 
the brush, scattering in every direction. We had 
no possible means of pursuit. 

General Stanley also telegraphed ander date 
of San Antonio, Tex., December 23d, that be 
will send two troops of cavalry from Fort 
Houston by rail to Fort McIntosh as soon as 
possible, one troop to march thence to Rine- 
gold. He adds that Garza’s band will be 
tried for murder, and that Captain Bourke de- 
serves praise. 

Crossing Into Mexico. 

LAREDO, December 24.—Reports have been 
recivedin this city from Carrizo,in Zapata 
county, where Captain Hardie’s troop of 
United States cavalry is stationed, to the 
effect that there is no doubt whatever but 
what Garza has crossed with 900 men 
into Mexico at points between that city and 
Brownsville. It is also stated that Garza’s 
men met thé Mexican troops at Las Torillas 
about seventy miles from the border and de- 
feated the latter and that there were about 
forty men killed on both sides’) This report 
is doubtless authentic, asit comesfrom an 
officer now on’ the ground. 

News via Neuvo Laredo has just been re- 
ceived here that Captain Hardie’s troop of 
United States cavalry and a number of officers 
and rangers from this city, who were at 
Carrizo, Zapata county, some sixty miles 
below here, have left that place for points 
down the river toward Rio Grande City, where 
another band of Garza’s men is reported to be 
getting ready to cross into Mexico. The re- 
port states that the revolutionists were about 
one hundred and fifty in number, and if the 
United States troops meet them a fight will 
doubtless ensue. 


RIOT IN MEXICO, 


Caused by the Police Closing Four Mon- 
asteries. 


Ciry ofr Mexico, December 24.---A disrtict 
judge recéntly issued orders to the police and 
troops for closing four monasteries in Pueblo 
on the ground that the maintenance of these 
institutions is contrary tolaw. Upon carrying 
ont the judge’s orders today the people re- 
volted and a fight between the people on one 
side and the police and soldiers on the other 
followed, during which one person was killed 
and tour others were wounded. 

Accounts of the affair are conflicting. The 
clergy on one hand assert that they were torn 
from the altars, leaving the sacrament exposed, 
dragged through the streets by troops and sub- 
jected to many humiliations. The populace 
rose ¢n masse and oifered considerable resist- 
ance to the troops, crying! ‘‘viva la 
religion,’’ ‘‘death to the masons.” Twenty- 
five priests were arrested. Pueblo is in astate 
of intense excitenrént. Governor Marques, of 
the provence, is absent, and acting Governor 
Arrioja, who is really responsible for the order, 
has sent an army to the city of Pueblo.

TOPICS OF TRADE. 


Review of the Week's Business by R. G, Dun 
& Co. 

New Yors, December 24.—Business failures 
occurring throughout the country during the last 
six days, reported to R. G. Dun & Co., number for 
the United Stateg 257, and for Canada 35, a total of 
292, as compared with a total of 335 last week and 
320 the week previous to last. For the corre- 
sponding week of last year, the figures were 333, 
representing 303 failures in the United States and 
80 in the Dominion of Canada. 

The holiday trade is not always a just measure 
of the prosperity of the people, but it is satisfac- 
tory to know that at most points it is unusually 
large this year. It indicates that the people feel 
able to expend more liberally than usual, and it 
returns large outlays to the manufacturers of 
holiday goods. The general trade this season 18 
unusually hght, the merchants being engaged in 
taking stock, but at many points it is reported 
larger than usual, and even larger than last year. 

Reports from the Cities. 

The volume of trade measured by the clearings 
at the various cities, outside of New York, was 6 
percent more than last year for the first half of 
December, and later reports show an increase of 
about 9 per cent. 

_ The movement of products continues extraordi- 

Reports from other cities show less complaint as 
to collections, arda large trade in progress. At 
| Baltimore trade in clothing, dry goods, and boots 
and shoes is good for the season. At Philadelphia, 
the jewelry trade is unusually busy, the grocery 
trade light, but equal to last year’s. Trade in tea, 
coffee and sugar fairly active, and in chemicals 
quiet and steady; while tobacco, liquors and wool 
are quiet, 

Southern cities report less cheerfully than the 
others, the low price of cotton causing the dull- 
ness. The great industries close the year with 
more than the usual activity, even woolen mills 
having orders enough to keep them fairly em- 
ployed, and a number have recently started, but 
none shut down, Cotton manufacturers find a 
good demand and numerous enlargements of 
plants are reported. Shoe factories complain that 
the usual orders are lacking, and yet they are 
fairly active. Paper mills are vay and making 
many additions of machinery and buildings. 

The Iron Trade. 

Iron manufacturers have been eget out more 
pig than ever before, though some works stop for 
the holidays, and the tone of the market is 
stronger, with rather more demand for finished 
products. 

Speculation continues moderate, wheat having 
risen 144 cents, with sales of 13,000,000 bushels, 
corn having declined 1 cent, and oats a fraction. 
Coffee, unchanged, oil % a cent higher, and pork 
unchanged. 


Cotton Still Lower. 

Cotton has dropped a sixteenth below 8 cents, 
with apy oe from the plantations exceeding last 
year’s to date by 6556, bales. The very large 
apepat of coal leads operators to expect lower 

rices. 

P'The stock market has been stronger, with an 
advance of $1.25 for the week. New railroads 
built in 1891 cover 4,158 miles, making 171,000 in 
operation. Exports continue enormous for the 
three weeks of December from New York, ex- 
ceeding last year 35 per cent, and remittances 
abroad having closed, foreign exchange heavy 
and declines to $4.8334. The treasury has paid 
out $1,400,000 more money than it has taken in 
during the week, although receipts of internal 
revenue are large for the month—more than 
$8,200,000. 

Money is plenty and cheap, and there isa gen- 
eral feeling that the favorable conditions will 
continue for some months, 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY SEMPLE DEAD. 


A Young Southerner Who Had Achieved 
Fame in New York. 

New York, December 24.—([Special.]— 
Assistant District Attorney McKenzie Semple 
died early this morning from the effects of an 
operation. Mr, Semple was suffering with 
fistula, and to remove it the operation was 
performed. It was unsuccessful, and Mr. 
Semple succumbed. His physician was Dr. 
Wyeth. He has} not attended to his duties 
in the district attorney’s office since last Sep- 
tember. All summer he was ailing. The 
first signs of illness were apparent seven 
months ago. District Attorney Nicoll this 
afternoon moved that the court of general 
sessions, the criminal court, adjourn on the 
day of Mr. Semple’s funeral, and the judges 
announced that the courts would be adjourned 
on that day. 

Mr. Semple was a son of Major H. C., 
Semple, of Montgomery, Ala. He received 
his education in William and Mary college, 
and afterward in the Harvard law school. He 
came to New York about fifteen years ago 
and entered on the active practice of his pro- 
fession. He soon won a considerable reputa- 
tion as a scholarly and successful lawyer, par- 
ticularly in representing clients in appeals. 
He gained fame several years ago by a success- 
ful appeal to the court of appeals in the case 
of the murderer Peter Smith, the verdict of 
the lower courts being reversed through his 
arguments, and the prisoner set free. 


PLUMB’S ESTATE. 


Million Dollars. 

Emporia, Kas., December 24.—Since the 
death of the late Senator Plumb there has 
been a great deal of speculation as to the di- 
mensions of his private estate. Calvin Hood, 
business associate of Mr. Plumb, and one of the 
executors of the will, states that the estate, at 
avery conservative estimate, is valued at

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THAT HEAVY FOG 


Which Has Settled Over England—Acci- 
dents Caused by It. 


Lonpon, December 24.—The fog which set- 
tled over England and adjacent waters Tues- 
day has not lifted since that time, except tem- 
porarily and in spots. In London it is more 
dense today than at any previous time. It 
has caused a great loss toevery kind of bus- 
iness, especially to those trades which are 
at their best in the holiday season. From 
the number of bodies found drowned 
in London waters, it appears that many people 
have lost their way in the fog and walked o 
docks and into canals and ponds. Seven 
bodies have been taken out of the Thames 
today. <AceHlental deaths on railways and 
upon ordinary roadways have also increased to 
a remarkable degree. <As an illustration of 
how business is affected by the weather condi- 
tions prevailing, the opening of the stock ex- 
change was greatly delayed this morning, 
owing tothe density of the fog which filled 
the rooms. 

Advices received from points in the eastern 
part of England show the fog prevalent along 
the whole length of the east coast. The cap- 
tains of many vessels thought the safer course 
would be to make for some haven of refuge, 
there to lie until the fog lifted, but they found 
the greatest difficulty in making their ports. 
On the river Tyne the shipping industry is 
almost ata standstil!, it being deemed too 
dangerous to send vessels of any description 
away from their wharves. Trains on the trunk 
lines in north England are greatly delayed by 
the fog. 


Walked Off the D ocks. 

Walking about the docks is extremely dan- 
gerous even to those thoroughly acquainted 
with all their nooks and crannies. Three dock 
constables, than whom no one is supposed to 
be more familiar with ali the intricacies of 
London docks, have lost their lives dumng the 
fog. Quite alarge number of skating acci- 
dents are reported. The fog, as is well known, 
causes ice to become rotten very rapidly, and 
the result has been that many skaters have 
broken through and been drowned.

THE PARNELLITES WON. 
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And They Went Wild Over 
at Waterford. 

Dupuin, December 24.—Contrary to the 
general expectation, the election in Water- 
ford city yesterday to fillthe vacancy in the 
house of commons caused by the death of Mr. 
Richard Power, passed off without any serious 
disturbance of the peace. Both McCarthyites 
and Parnellites;worked hard all day in 
the interests of their respective candidates, 
and, though there were many arguments over 
the doubtful voters, yetasa whole the elec- 
tion was remarkably quiet. 

The McCarthyites were confident of victory, 
even going so far as to say how much their ma- 
jority would be. The official announcement 
made this morning, however, shows they were 
over-confident and that the Parnellites have 
won a seat. Thisis the first election won by 
that section of the Irish party since the split 
in the party occurred, and they are, of course, 
correspondingly jubilant. The returns of the 
election show that John E. Redmond, Par- 
nellite, received 1,725 votes, and Michael 
Davitt, McCarthyite, 1,229, a majority of 496 
votes for the VParnellite candidate. At the 
last election Power was returned without oppo- 
sition. 

Owing to the greatexcitement that prevailed 
in the room in which the votes were counted, 
the first figures announced were inaccurate. 
The official recount shows that instead of 1,725 
yotes Redmond received 1,775, making his 
majority over Mr. Davitt 546, instead of 496, 
as first reported. 

The announcement of the official figures 
caused a scene of the wildest enthusiasm. The 
Parnellites shouted, waved their hats and 
sticks, and in every way gave vent to their 
jubilant feelings. The McCarthyites were 
correspondingly depressed, and their faces 
showed their deep disappointment at their de- 
feat. 


Their Victory 


Davitt’s Speech. 


After quiet had been somewhat restored, 
odd proposed the usual vote of thanks to 
the sheriff, to whom is entrusted the task of 
making the official return of theelection, It 
is customary for the defeated candidate to 
second the vote of thanks, and Mr. Davitt did 
not fail in this duty. He took occasion to add, 
however, after seconding Redmond’s motion, 
that he would rather lose te election than 
win by combined terrorism and rowdyism. 

This remark provoked the most uproarious 
outburst of protest from the Parnellites, and 
for a time it looked as thongh the official can- 
vass would end in a free fight. 

Redmond's supporters were fairly wild with 
indignation at what they deemed an insult 
upon their leader and upon themselves. They 
yelled and hooted at Davitt, and some of the 
more hot-headed shook their fists in his face 
and threatened him with all sorts of dire pun- 
ish ment.

heard the cries of ‘“‘shame,’’ and ‘‘coward,” 
and fora time the position of. the defeated 
candidate was very precarious. The uproar 
continued several minutes, and a general riot 
was imminent when the police intervened 
and by threats andthe free useof physical 
force succeeded in restoring something like 
order. 

The feelings of the Parnellites were very 
bitter, and when Davitt withdrew from the 
counting room he was escorted to his home by 
a number of police. 

It wasa wise precaution. for had he at- 
tempted the journey alone there is no telling 
what the consequences might have been. 


The Sword Bearers. 


News of the extent of the Parnellite victory 
had spread throughout the city, and the 
streeta filied with people who were absolutely 
wild with the excitement of success. Crowds 
formed in line and paraded up and down the 
thoroughfares, relieving themselves by utter- 
ing wild huzzas, and in other ways showing 
their full appreciation of the political chas- 
tisement they had inflicted upon their op- 
ponents, 

Some of the paraders had secured swords, 
and as they marched they brandished their 
naked weapons in an exceedingly careless 
manner, which struck terror into the hearts of 
the bystanders. As the sword bearers became 
particularly vehement, in pointing their ex- 
clamations with their blades, people near to 
them would dodge and withdraw to a safe 
distance. 

It was not a good opportunity to advance 
the McCarthyite arguments, and Davitt was 
fortunate in not running afoul of the Parnell- 
ite processionists. Four hundred extra police 
are on duty in Waterford city, and there is no 
doubt that this force will be able to restrain 
the ebulitions of the victorious Parnellites 
within safe bounds. 


Redmond Returns Thanks. 


After the official canvass was concluded 
Redmond proceeded to the Parnellite com- 
mittee rooms, where he returned thanks to the 
committeemen and electors for .the great and 
successful work they had done in his behalf. 
He deciared that the election in Waterford 
would be historic. The result had shed honor 
and lusteron the city. It was sad, he said, 
that Mr. Parnell had not lived to see the glo- 
rious vindicgtion given his policy by the elec- 
tors of Waterford.

Mr. St. John’s Letter. 

Mr. William P. St. John, the president of 
the Mercantile National bank, of New 
York, sends THE CONSTITUTION a very in- 
teresting letter, which we print elsewhere 
for the information of our readers. Mr. St. 
John is one of the few bankers of New York 
city who have any real knowledge of finance 
beyond that which enables even a dull intel- 
ligence to doa fairly prosperous brokerage 
business. We say ‘‘one of the few.’’ Per- 
haps it would be nearer the truth to say that 
he is the only banker in New York city who 
has given the slightest evidence that he un- 
derstands the silver question or any other 
question requiring an intellectual effort. The 
dullest mind is equal to the task of shaving 
notes, selling exchange and lending money 
on gilt-edged collateral. As a banker who 
has a knowledge of the situation Mr. St. 
John is for the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver. None of his brother bankers have 
dared to enter into a controversy with him, 
but have devoted themselves to the task of 
keeping his arguments out of the daily pa- 
pers of New York. It isa congenial task, 
admirably fitted to the scope and character 
of their intellectual equipments. 

So far as THE CONSTITUTION is concerned, 
Mr. St. John may rest assured that there 
will be no relaxation in its efforts in behalf 
of the free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
The editorial which seems to have caused 
him alarm, was intended to be a discussion 
ofa possible compromise—proceeding on the 
theory that half a loaf is better than no 
bread at all. The suggestion had been 
made, and THE CONSTITUTION discussed it 
as a step in the direction of free and unlim- 
ited coinage. To Mr. St. John the question 
is properly one-sided; he regards it from 
the point of view of aman who has a pro- 
found understanding of its-purely financial 
bearings. He would move ina direct line 
or notat all. To Tur ConsTIruTION the 
question is two-sided; it is both financial and 
political, It not infrequently happens that 
a great political movement can be carried 
out only by aseries of compromises. In the 
case of the free and anlimited coinage of 
silver, it seems certain that the republican 
president, with no understanding of the 
‘situation at all, will stand in the way. In 
other words, free coinage seems to depend 
absolutely on democratic success in 1892. So 
does tariff reform. Therefore, to secure 
democratic success, which is the main thing, 
THE CONSTITUTION would invoke the aid 
of practical politics and follow its sugges- 
tions. : 

The people want tariff reform and the 
money of the constitution—sound gold and 
silver dollars—but they cannot have these 
until the democrats get control of the gov- 
ernment. The main thing, therefore, is 
democratic success, That is the first thing 
to think about and to work for. We think 
that Mr. St. John is correct in his views as 
to the result of the free coinage of Ameri- 
can silver, We think that he is wrong in 
his views as to the results of the present 
law—the Sherman law of 1890, We have 
seen that the principal effect of that law 

a has been to cause a decline in the price of

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talking about. They had it on paper to 
frighten our own people, now they have it 
in fact for the purpose of frightening Eu- 
rope. Now, under this law there must 
sooner or later come a crash, and the decline 
in silver isin some measure a preparation 
for that event. 

There certainly ought to be no timidity 
on the part of democrats in dealing with the 
silver question. There is nothing more 
certain than that free and unlimited coinage 
would give us sound silver dollars equal in 
bullion value to gold dollars, Governor Hill 
declares that on this issue the democrats 
can win in New York state. They can win 
on it in all the states where they have any 
chance at all, and there is no likelihood of 
any compromise. A bill for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver will be presented 
to Mr. Harrison, and if he vetoes it the issue 
will be made for the next campaign. Should 
he approve it, the democrats will have suc- 
ceeded in wiping from the statute books the 
most criminal piece of legislation ever en- 
acted by any party.

Several Atlanta People Hurt—Justice Pat 
H, Owens in the Wreck—Those 
Who Were Hurt. 


Train No. 11—the East Tennessee’s hand- 
some vestibuled—jumped the track fifty- 
three miles south of .Atlanta yesterday 


morning. 

As a result, one of the most complete 
wrecks in railway history was made. 

And it was a miracle that no lives were 
lost. 

The vestibuled is scheduled to leave the 
Atlanta union depot at 3:45 o’clock in the 
morning, but yesterday it was an hour and 


a@ half late. 

The train left Cincinnati at 11 o’clock 
Wednesday, and was quite full of passengers 
going home for the holidays. 

It backed into the union depot here over 
an hour late.}As soon as a number of Atlanta 
passengers could get aboard and an engine 
attached, the train pulled out. 

Engine 212, manned by Engineer E. E. 
Mower, pulled the train, and Conductor C. V. 
Rainey was in chargé. Through the mist and 
the dim morning light the vestibuled sped at 
a faster speed than usual to regain lost time. 

Through deep cuts, over steep embankments 
and high trestles the ponderous train went 
rushing southward. No stops were made for 
passengers; only for wood and water was the 
vestibuled brought to a standstill. And only 
two stops were made—at Ellenwood and Me- 
Donough—and then the last stop. 

Engineer Mower was sitting at his place, 
peering through the uncertain morning light, 
when, with a sudden jerk, the ponderous ma- 
chine left the track. 

The track had spread: and from the iron 
railing down on to the crossties the heavy 
train went with a mighty crash. : 

It was in a deep cut and the momentum of 
the train, which was going fifty miles an 
hour, threw the cars with fearful force against 
the steep sides of the cut. 

For 200 yards the train ran on the crossties, 
and the end of the cut having been reached, 
the cars tumbled down a small embankment. 

There was a dreadful panic among the pas- 
sengers, and the ladies were screaming with 
fear. 

The train was badly broken up, and it is 
more than a miracle that no lives were lost. 

The engine was a perfect wreck; the first 
car turned over on its side, the second, the 
baggage and express, completely stripped of the 
trucks. The second-class car stood on end, 
and was mashed almost into splinters. 

The buffet sleeper was overturned, but was 
less damaged than the others. 

A scene of the wildest disorder ensued. The 
cries of the injured, and the excited appeals 
for help added to the disorder, 

It was found that Master Charley Owens, 
the thirteen-year-old son of Judge Pat H. 
Owens, of this city, was the only passenger 
who was seriously hurt. .He was riding in the 
sleeper with his father and _ Bailiff 
J. W. Harper, and was thrown through the 
window. He was badly hurt on§the shoulder 
and breast, but itis hoped not seriously. He 
was brought back to the city, on a cot, last 
night on the Central train. 

Justice Owens was badly cut about the head, 
but not seriously. Mr. J. W. Harper was 
hurt on the right hip, his wrist and shoulder 
were mashed, and several paiuful cuts on the 
head were sustained. Mr. J. B. David, of 
Sugar Valley, Ga., had his right leg 
and shoulder lacerated. Mr. H. 8S. Long, of 
Ohio, and the newsbutcher, C. E. Gibbons, 
sustained minor injuries. 

Mr. Henry Cassin and his bride were on 
the train but escaped without a scratch. 

Miss McFarland was badly hurt and when 
rescued she was pinned between two seats, one 
of her knees was dislocated, and she sustained 
other injuries. 

Mr. D. E. Bowman, of Ohio, {Mr. F. J. Rob- 
erts, of Louisville, Ky.,,and Mr. George Sher- 
idan were slightly injured. 

Dr. W. O’ Daniel, the penitentiary physician 
was on train goinghome to spend the bolidays 
and rendered valuable aid in caring for the 
injured passengers. 

Seven of the injured passengers reached 
Atlanta last night on the 7:35 train on the 
Central. 

They were Judge Owens and his son, 
Claude Cook, Cate McLaughlin, the fireman, 
I. KE. Mower, the engineer, J. W. Harper 
and C, E. Gibbons. 

Mr. Claude Cook, the baggagemaster, had a 
lively experience dodging trunks, but ,es- 
caped with only a few bruises. 

The track at the scene of the wreck was 
torn up for about two hundred yards, but was 
repaired by the wrecking train, and the traqy 
was clear yesterday afternoon.

Mr. St. John’s Letter. 

New York, December 23.—Editor Consti- 
tution: The editorial sanction by THE CON- 
STITUTION on the 19th, of the proposal ‘‘free- 
coinage of American silver” occasions’ me 
such genuine alarm for the cause Which has been 
so ably and influentially fought for by THE Con- 
STITUTION and soimperils the democratic pros- 
pects here that I venture the following comment: 

To adopt this proposal would be (1) to furnish 
two prices for silver bullion in our own markets; 
(2) to reduce rather than to increase the world’s 
price for silver ; (3) to deny the farmer and planter 
their promised results of free coinage (unlimited) 
viZ-: The higher plane of prices on which to 
compete in Europe with India in supplying 
Europe our grain and cotton; (4) to diminish 
instead of to increase the volume of money 
resulting in the United States, compared with 
that from the existing (Sherman) law. Hence to 
throw away the influences which are a unit for 
the soundest of sound money, the money of THE 
CONSTITUTION, the money in which $1 in silver, or 
$1 gold would melt up into a dollar’s worth of 
bullion in all markets. 

The existing law absorbs 54,000,000 ounces [of 
silver from the market annually. Our mines have 
never yet produced 50,000,000 ounces of. silver in a 
year. If the absorption of 54,000,000 ounces will 
not enhance the world’s market price the absorp- 
tion of only 50,000,000 will net certainly. The evi- 
dence is ample that when speculation is dis- 
couraged by the sense that. no legislation at all is 
to take place, as to silver, and fluctuations are 
thus practically avoided, our trades and Euro- 
pean trades with the far east will so proceed with 
their operations, naturally and evenly, that India 
and China will increase their absorption of silver 
and leave our present law to affect the price to- 
ward a national enhancement. The resuit will be 
taken as evidence by the republican managers in 
the next campaign that unlimited free coinage is 
then safe. Thereupon the equally unrestricted 
coinage for gold and silver, which the democrats 
postpone toa convenient season, will be the re- 
publicaa platform next November, rf the folly of 
postponement is adopted now. The American 
production, free coinage, was considered by lead- 
ing republicans in the lust senate and carefully 
avoided. Itis inconceivable that democrats can 
be wanting of that information if senators are ap- 
plied to for it. When so astute an observer as 
Governor Hill and with as much to lose by mis- 
take as he, regards New York state as safe for the 
democrats with free coinage, equally unlimited 


for gold and silver, in the platform, it is scarcely 


conceivable that any timidity should allow dis- 
tractions among the forces which have brought us 
to this pags. 

I beg you to consider my intrusion as ventured 
only under profound conviction, and because of 
any slightest warrant that appears in the very 
cordial consideration with which THE CONSTITU- 
TION has honored some of them.

It Should Be Provided. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., December 24.—Editor 
Constitution: In the interview. with Governor 
Northen about his recent visit to the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial college, published in last 
Sunday’s CoNSTITUTION, the governor is reported 
as saying, among other things: “The school is 
full and many applicants have been turned away; 
no more room.” Allow me tb say that this state- 
ment 1s strictly true of the dormitory, or college 
boarding department, but does not apply to the 
college itself. There is room in the college for 
many more pupils. Itis true they cannot be ac- 
commodated in the dormitory, but they can get 
good board in the best private families on very 
reasonable terms. A large number of our pupiis— 
nearly one hundred—are now living that way, and 
they find it entirely satisfactory, although 
it is, of course, on some accounts not so 
good for them as living in the dormitory. 
Still, they are subject to the same general rules 
and regulations as the dormitory pupils, and are 
under the constant and c:reful supervisions of the 
faculty. I make this correction for fear that the 
statement, as it appeared in your paper, may keep 
back girls who may wish toenter the college in 
January or later in the season. 

fo a pupil boarding in a private family, the en- 
tire cost of attendance on the school, oe 
books and stationery, is about one hundred an 
thirty-five dollars a year. Toone boarding in the 
dormitory it is about one hundred dollars a year. 
The dormitory is run on the strictly co-operative 
plan. Boarding there, including fuel, lights and 
washing, will average certainly not more, prob- 
ably considerably less, than ten dollars a month; 
and yet the girls are as well provided for in every 
way as they are at fashionabie female colleges, 
where the cost is twice as great. Thisis tha re- 
sult of our experiment with only fifty-four board- 
ers—the full capacity of the present dormitory. 
With a larger number, the cost, on the co-opera- 
tive plan, would, of course, be proportionately 
lessened. With 200 boarders, I am sure it could 
be brought down to at least $9 a month. 
1 believe we would have over three bundred 
pupils here now,even in the first year of the 
schoo), if we had dormitory room tor them, for I 
have turned off applicants literally by hundreds, 
So a larger dormitory is the crying need of the 
school. It is the only thing lacking to make the 
institution a complete and very grand success, 
The school is already doing undoubtedly the very 
best, finest, noblest educational work that was 
ever done for young women in Georgia or in the 
south, or, I sincerely believe, in the United States. 
I believe Governor Northen and our lady board of 
visitors, and the many other intelligent persons 
who have visited our college and seen us at work, 
will endorse this statement. Is it nota pity that 
hundreds of Georgia’s noblest and most earnest 
girls should be turned away from such a school 
merely for want of an additional building that 
would cost only a few thousand dollars? This 
additional dormitory is all that we now ask 
of the state, and it is absolutely necessary 
in order that the school may complete) 
accomplish the great work for which 
it was designed, and for which it is 
otherwise so weli equipped.

Uncle Sam’s depleted treasury is going to 
make itself still further felt in Atlanta. 

It has doomed the bonded warehouse. 

For nearly two months a great deal of work 
that should have been attended to has been 
suspended because of the lack of the necessary 
appropriations. 

Colonel Buck got tired of waiting and went 
to Washington after the money so badly 


needed. 
That was early in the month, but it hasn’t 


come yet. 

But the exhausted exchequer at Washing. 
ton was forcibly felt yesterday in a letter that 
was received. 

About a month agoan order was issued to 
the custodian of the custom house to obtain 
bids for sodding the ground about the United 
States building with grass, plant flowers, erect 
suitable fences and do other work with a view 
to beautifying the surroundings. 

It was done, and a week ago the department 
at Washington awarded a contract amounting 
to $93. The work wasfto have begun in a few 
day, but yesterday Supervising Architect W. 
T. Edbrook wrote an order nullifying the 
contract. 

The reason given was that there was not 
enough money in Uncle Sam’s big treasury to 
pay the $93. Tom Reed and his congress had 
made way with it all. 

“That undoubtedly means goodby to the 
bonded warehouse, so earnestly petitioned 
for.’’ 

That was the immediate remark made on 
the reception of Edbrook’s letter. If the govy- 
ernment must countermand an order involv- 
ing less than $100, after a contract has been 
made, the hope of the establishment of the 
warehouse ata much greater cost must be 
abandoned—for the present, at least. 

Times are certainly hard when Uncle Sam 
can’t spare $93. 

They Don’t Like It. 

Some time ago a contract was awarded to 
Messrs. J. C. Peck & Co. for a number of 
changes and repairs at the postoftice. The 
amount was $331. The department at Wash- 
ington on jetting this , demanded a fifty-dollar 
certified check when the work was begun. 

The firm, however, absolutely declines to 
give it. The members say that they are 
reliable, have a good reputation in Atlanta, 
and don’t do businéss that way, especially 
since the money is not to be paid in advance, 
but only after the work is doneand then on 
condition that it is satisfactory. 

Though both parties had agreed on the con- 
tract, the local firm declares that it will not 
put up the check, and yesterday notified the 
custom house custodian to that effect. <A re- 
commendation was sent to Washington that 
Messrs. Peck & Co. be allowed to do the work 
without such a stipulation. 

If Uncie Sam consents it will be a deviation 
from his rule.

A Sabtreasury in Russia. 
From The Chicago Tribune. 


According toa report by Consul-General Craw... 


ford a subtreasury scheme for helping the farmers 
has been in operation in Russia since June, 1888, 
and he says it has worked admirably for the agri- 
cultural interests of that country. The railroad 
companies of Russia, on account of the Imperial 
Pank and with authority fromthe munister of 
finance, lend money at6 per cent interest on the 
delivery of the produce. If the loan is for less 
than six weeks the borrower receives 80 per cent 
of the market value-of the produce at the time of 
delivery, butif for more than six weeks he only 
obtains 60 percent. The railroad companies re- 
ceive a small commission forthe service. If the 
loan be not paid when due, the produce stored in 
the warehouses of the companies 1s publicly sold; 
and it may be sold at any time in case of the prop- 
erty getting out of condition, orif for any other 
reason it decreases in valne to less than the 
amount loaned on it. The railroad companies are 
responsible to the bank for the safety of the loan 
in each case, and are compelled to make prompt 
payments. They make no discrimination as be- 
tween farmers and middiemen, each class being 
allowed to borrow the same percentage on the 
market value of the property and on the same 
terms.

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THE TWO SOLDIERS 


Laid to Rest at Fort McPherson Yester- 
day Morning. 


IMPRESSIVE SERVICES OVER BOTH. 


The Various United States Companies 
Turn Out in Funeral Procession. 
Laid Side by Side.

Yesterday was a solemn day at Fort Mo- 


Pherson. 
The fort was never the scene of a sadder 


Christmas eve. 

Two of the soldiers’ Comrades, both of them 
fondly esteemed by every one, were laid side 
by side beneath the sod. 

The funeral took place in the morning at 
10:40 o’clock. Services over the bodies of 
Private William Daly ‘and Corporal Thomas 
D. Wheeler, who died on Wednesday, were 
held at headquarters, in the pretty little chapel. 

First, the funeral exercises in memory of 
Private Daly took place. He was a life-long 
Catholic, and Father Schadewell officiated 
very impressively. There were present more 
than couid be comfortably accommodated, and 
all listened with bowed heads. 

Corporal Wheeler was a Methodist, and Dr. 
J. W. Lee conducted the services over him in 
the solemnest manner. | 

Accompanied by the entire barracks enlist- 
ment, the bodies werp carried to their last 
resting place. Bandmaster George Layellec, 
with twenty-four pieces, preceded, playing a 
march. To this 275 soldiers, in their different 
companies and ranks, kept step, forming a 
large funeral procession. Friends of the two 
deceased soldiers followed with them. 

The march was an upusual solemn one, and 
on the rare occasion ef paying the iast sad 
rites to two comrades, it was doubly affecting. 
At the burial ground jin the western end of 
Fort McPherson, the procession halted. The 
bodies were lowered with the accustomed cere- 
monies, placed side by side, and the respective 
companies to which the men belonged fired 
each three salutes over ithe graves. 

Then five heavy guns were tired and a fiag 
soor floated at half-ujast. The soldiers re- 
formed and quietly returned. 

William Daly was in his second enlistment. 
He was born thirty-two years ago in Cork, 
Ireland, and at the time of his death was 

rivate ofiBattery C, Fourth artillery. Hehad 
en sick fortiree months at the post hospital, 
where he died early Wednesday morning at 
2:20 o’clock. 

Thomas D. Wheeler was a native of Ked 

Hook, N. J., but a short while ago he was pro- 
moted tothe rank of cgrporal of Battery G, 
Fourth artillery. He tas twenty-eight: years 
of age and very intelligent and promising. 
W heeier had been i!l with the grip for several 
days. He started to zo down stairs and his fatal 
fail was undoubtedly ¢ue to his weak .and 
dizzy condition. He myrer regain conscious- 
ness. 
Both men were well known and equally 
well esteemed and they will long be remem- 
bered with honor. Their loss wiil be feit by 
both oilicers and fellow soldiers,
